50 to 25 model 42 light machine guns, 200 model 93-K 
carbines, 25 Soviet model 38 carbines, 100 model 44 and 
Soviet model 41 submachine guns, and an unknown number of 
model 708 7.65 mm pistols, Considerable quantities of 
infantry ammunition were stored in wooden shelters 

scattered over the area. 


The trainees of the school received basic training and Pi 
training qualifying them for positions up to that of a 
company PK officer. The curriculum included history of 
the Communist Party of the U.S.S.R., political econony, 
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history, political geography, practical PK work, ordnance 
and map instruetion, signal raining, and tactical indoc- 
trination, The field training, included close conbat 
training, combat in woods, attack and defense exercises, 
and was held in the Koenigswusterhausen area. The
